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Approximatly 300 Effected By Shutdown 


Of International And McGillivray Tipple 


An announcement was made Monday to the ef¬ 
fect that by the end of the month operations would 
be suspended in the International underground and 
the McGillivray Preparation Plant. 

In an interview with Mr. H. Wilton-Clarke of 
Coleman Collieries Ltd, the Journal was informed 
that coal will be processed at the International plant 
from Tent Mountain and the McGillivray mine. In 
the meantime the International mine will be main¬ 
tained for resumption of operations if markets for 
coal improve. 

This redaction in operations was brought about 
by the fact that coal sales in 1953 declined by 23 
percent as compared to the previous year, and that 
there has been a further substantial decline to date 
in 1954. 

It would appear that this decline is due to a 
general falling off of business with a resulting 
reduction in the amount of coal consumed. 
At the same time there has been a general decline 
in coal sales due to the dieselization of the railways 
and the stepping up of the conversion of locomotives 
to oil. 

When asked as to the possibility of absorbing 
miners from the International mine to the working 
staff of the McGillivray mine, Mr. Clarke stated 
that the company takes the position that the senior 
itv rules so well establ is hed in the past will aiply.

Recalls Early Pioneer Days

A man who came west by ox cart in 1879, Joint Swain r 
celebrated his 86th birthday.

In John Andrew Swain who 
celebrated his 86th birthday re¬ 
cently, North Battleford has a 
link with the early West of the 
buffalo hunter and the fur trader. 
The son of Thomas Swain who 
died at the age of 104, about 14 
years ago, Mr. John Swain how¬ 
ever is a pioneer in his own right, j 

It was 75 years ago this sum-1 
mer that he arrived with his par¬ 
ents at Prince Albert, N.W.T., af¬ 
ter a 66-day journey by ox cart' 
from Headingley, Man., in which 
young John herded cattle all the 
way on an Indian pony. There 
were six ox carts in the brigade 
that arrived in Prince Albert, Au¬ 
gust 9, 1879. 

As well he might be John.Swain 
is justly proud of his links with 
the Canada of over a century ago. 
His father, Thomas Swain was 
born near the forks of the Red 
and Assiniboine rivers in 1835, the 
son of an Englishman who came 
to the West of the fur traders 
many years before. Thomas Swain 
was 14 years old when he hunted 
his first buffalo. From then on he 
threw in his lot with the Plains 
hunters Who roamed the West 
from the Red River to the foot¬ 
hills of the Rockies. 

It was in this era that John 
Swain’s father first met the fabu¬ 
lous Gabriel Dumont, famed Metis 
hunter and warrior. The friend¬ 
ships forged in those days surviv¬ 
ed even the animosities of Louis 
Riel's second uprising in 1885 
when Thomas Swain and his one¬ 
time hunting partner, were to be 
found in rival camps. 

Thomas Swain was hunting buf¬ 
falo in the Sturgeon Lake coun¬ 
try when Governor Morris i 
journeying West in 1876 to c 
sumate a treaty with the Ci 
at Carlton and Fort Pitt. In the 
summer of 1878 he was to be 
found heading West to Battleford, 


Lieut. Governor David Laird. 

Liking what he saw of the ter¬ 
ritory, Thomas Swain returned to 
Headingley for his family, and 
made plans to become a home¬ 
steader near Prince Albert the 
following year. 

With his family round him in 
his home recently, John Swain 
had many recollections of that 
66-day trip to Prince Albert in 
1879, crossing the rivers on rafts; 
the floods at Little Saskatchewan, 
(now east of the Manitoba bor¬ 
der), the herds of buffalo they 
along that route, and the 
hurry and bustle in Prince Albert 
when they reached the settlement. 
Bishop MacLean, the first Bishop 
of the Anglican diocese of Sask¬ 
atchewan, that four years before 
had been carved out of Rupert’s 
Land, was supervising plans for 
the construction of Emmanuel 
College that was to be opened 
that fall. 

It was in Prince Albert that 
winter, that John Swain received 
his first schooling. His teacher 
were the young College boys, who j 
took time out from their studies 
to teach the youngsters of the set¬ 
tlement their three R’s. 

John Swain likes to tell of the 
days when he had E. K. Mathe- 
son, a .young divinity student as 
his teacher. He has reference of 
course to the venerated Canon 
Matheson who in later years, from 
his mission in Battleford, render¬ 
ed a lifetime of service to his 
Church and the native peoples. 

Reminiscing of the days when 
Archdeacon J. A. Mackay served 
as a missionary in this territory, 
John Swain recalls with pride that 
he christened all of his 14 chil¬ 
dren.

Newcastle Strikes 
B.C. Poultry Flock 

A large poultry flock at Vic-1 
toria, B.C., has been quarantined ' 
for Newcastle Disease, reports the 
Health of Animals Division, Ot¬ 
tawa. The disease first appeared 
in the mature laying flock num¬ 
bering approximately 2,800-2,900 
birds. The owner attempted to 
protect his broiler flock of 4,000- 
5,000 birds by vaccinating the 
week and four-week-old chicks. 
Apparently the disease was al¬ 
ready in the broiler birds in thf 
incubative stage since in the 
younger birds the mortality 
quit# heavy. The flock is being 
I kept under quarantine until it re-

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First Co-operative Farm In 
Manitoba Granted Charter 


In No Time At AH You’ll Have These

CARMAN, Man. — A group of 
Manitoba farmers have recently 
been granted a charter for a co¬ 
operative farm—the first of its 
kind in Manitoba. The farm has 
been named Valdimere Co-opera¬ 
tive Farm Limited, and is situated 


selling their privately-owned land 
and will move to the new property 
in the summer. Present plans call 
for a building program to provide 
necessary homes for all the fam¬ 
ilies. There is only one residence 
on the farms at present. The 
group hope to raise pure-bred cat¬ 
tle, as well as a milking herd, and 
a laying flock. The usual grain 
crops will be grown as well as a 
small acreage of sunflowers. 

Several co-operative farms are 
operatkng successfully in Saskat¬ 
chewan, but none has been tried 
in this province in modem times. 
Before taking final steps towards 
organization of the farm co-op., 
all members of the group made 
exhaustive studies of past per¬ 
formance records of similar farms 
in Saskatchewan and much valu¬ 
able information was obtained. 
They received assistance in their 
planning from the Manitoba Co¬ 
operative Services department.

A N OtHPSPlRJNG of wartime exigencies, the Red 
dross Enquiry Service is when examined, one 
of ithe most interesting of the Society’s services for 
in this phase of its work, the Canadian Red Cross 
plays Sherlock Holmes. 

Indeed, Shea-lock would enjoy thoroughly the 
detection that goes into tracing many of the long- 
lost relatives because of the War who are objects 
of the Enquiry Service’s searches. 

A typical search by the Enquiry Service at 
Divisional Headquarters was brought to a success¬ 
ful conclusion this past week. 

Original instigator of the search was a man 
from Patricia, Alta., asking through his local branch 
last April, if Red Cross could find his niece who 
dsappeared from her home in Poland in 1940 or 
1941, when she was about 15 years of age. The 
girl’s name and address in the Saar Valley was 
supplied from where the last news of her had been 
received by her parents in 1944. 

The Patricia man filled out the regular forms 
which were sent to the National Headquarters of 
the Society and then forwarded to the Allied High 
Commissioner for Germany, International Tracing 
service. Tracers in Germany found that the girl 
had worked in two areas in Germany and then had 
been placed in a DP camp, had worked in two oth¬ 
er places and finally left, in 1948, to emigrate to 
England. Appeal was then made to the British Red 
(tojss Society who traced the girl to her present 
address in England. She is now in communication 
with her uncle in Alberta, 

It is interesting to note that of the 141 en¬ 
quiries received in this province last year, 42 per¬ 
sons were located in Alberta, 21 pea-sons in other 
countries and provinces, and 52 oases left out¬ 
standing.

The Board of the Crows Nest Pass Municipal 
Hospital District have decided to allow hospital 
benefits to ratepayers and contract holders who will 
be admitted either as medically referred or emer¬ 
gency cases to other Alberta approved hospitals. 

This Ruling will become Effective

(b) A medically referred admission is one who has been 

referred to another hospital by the local doctor.

the local doctor referring the patient, and the certifi¬ 
cate presented to the Secretary of the Hospital Dist¬ 
rict for approval before the patient leaves the Dis¬ 
trict. This procedure must be adhered to; otherwise 
the liability for payment will not be accepted by the 
Board. 

2. (a) The following amounts will be paid by the Board to¬ 

wards the patient’s hospitalization when the patient 
has been admitted to another hospital as an emer¬ 
gency case. 

$5.30 per day 

for persons 16 years of age and over. 

$4.30 per day 

for persons under 16 years of age, 

OR 

$5.00 per day 

for persons 16 years of age and over 

$4.00 per day 

for persons under 16 years of age 
if the emergency admission is at a Grade E hospital. 

[b] An emergency admission is one where admission to 

hospital is of urgent necessity and one which the pa¬ 
tient is unable to return to the Crows Nest Pass Mu¬ 
nicipal Hospital. 

[c] In this case a certificate must be obtained by the pa- 

, tient from the doctor who attended him to the effect 

that admission to hospital was of an emergent nature. 

[d] This certificate along with the hospital account must 

be presented to the Secretary of this Hospital District. 

[e] The Emergency case account will be refunded directly 

to the person when the other hospital has been paid 
in full; otherwise the payment by this District will 
be made to that hospital.
